The appended table furnishes revised figures in res . 
pect of the population of Scheduled Castes sex -wise 
and replaces the figures given in columns ( 2 ) , ( 3 ) and 
( 4 ) of Table D - III printed at page 149 of the Census 
of India , 1951, Madras and Coorg , Part II - B Tables : 

2. The circumstances leading to the amendment are 
briefly as follows: 

At the time of sorting the enumeration slips in 1951 
the sorters were given a list of the 77 Scheduled Castes 
shown in Roman type in the list in paragraph 3 below . 
No instructions were given to the sorters as to how 
the slips were to be treated in the case of persons who 
returned themselves by a generic Scheduled Caste 
name such as Harijan or Depressed Class or Adivasi 
or by a recognised synonym guch as Pulacheruman , 
Eralan , Kudan , Rolan , Alen , Paramban ( for Cheru 
man ) , with the result that sorters in Tabulation offices 
classified the communities according to their own inter 
pretation . Consequently , a number of Scheduled Caste 
members who had returned themselves by generic 
names or by synonymous names were left out of the 
Scheduled Castes count. This situation came to the 
notice of the Government of India , who decided after 
careful consideration that persons who had returned 
themselves by generic or synonymous Scheduled Caste 
names should be counted as Scheduled Castes and that 
the Census Tables already published should be revis 
ed , where necessary , to show the correct position , In 
order to arrive at the correct fgures of Scheduled 
Castes population a fresh sorting of the 1951 Census 
slips was accordingly organised in Madrag. 

3 . As in the 1951 Census, the slips have been dealt 
with by whole Census tracts which consisted of (1) rural 
areas in a taluk , or ( ii ) a whole city , or ( iii ) a combi 
nation of towns in one or more taluks , and the district 
figures have been compiled from the tract -wise figures 
and are given in the Table appended . 

4 . Before commencing the sorting , a list of synony 
mous names ( 1. e .) names synonymous with those of 
the communities published in the Constitution ( Sche 
duled Castes) Order , 1950 was prepared in congulta 
tion with the Collectors of districts and sent to the 
State Governments of Madras and Andhra for accept 
ance. The list a8 finally accepted by the State Gov 
ernmen s wag got approved by the Government of 
India . Castes printed in Roman characters in the list 
below have been declared to be Scheduled Castes in 
the composite Madras Statę ( as it existed before the 
formation of the Andhra State ) by the Constitution 
( Scheduled Castes ) Order , 1950 issued by the Presi 
dent under Article 341 ( 1 ) of the Constitution of India . 
The names in italics represent the synonyms of the 
names printed above them in Roman characters . The 
approved generic names adopted are the three namo , 
Harijan , Depressed Clasg and Adivasi shown under 
generic names, in the list below :
